was split among 58B undergraduate 
and- 203 postgraduate students, or 
about "one tenth of .all those in 
degree or diploma courses. Almost 
half of it, or S132.000, went to un- 
dergraduates. 

$83,000 of this was awarded by 
the university, while outside bodies 
contributed awards totalling nearly 
$50,000. These figures do not in 
elude loans, which are made from 
the University loan funds, and arc 
repaid by the recipient when he 
is financially able to do so. 

The average amount of these loan 
scholarships is about $690. The most 
valuable are the McConnell and 
Morris Wilson Memorial Scholar' 
ships, which provide full .tuition, 
room and board.

... Class conscious, race con : 
scious' emotions are one of the 
greatest, dangers to the United Na- 
tions,"- said Sir Giadwyn Jebb, 
chief U.K. delegate to the U.N., 
in his speech to the Canadian Club 
on Monday. • 

It would require great states- 
manship, he added., to prevent these 
emotions . from doing -serious dam- 
ige-tb-botti the United Nations 'and 
the whole of the free world— which 
damage could only benefit the Com- 
munists. 

He described the tension created 
by conflict between the' majority 
of "under-developed" countries, 
and the minority of developed na 
Hons.. He mentioned the Arab-Asian 
group as one of the former, as they 
are united by no common interest 
save their hatred - of colonialism 
and ' their resulting suspicion and 
distrust of the Western races. "It 
is no exaggeration to say that, if 
we are not careful, this problem of 
race may even . wreck the whole 
concept of the U.N.," he declared. 



Sir Giadwyn predicted that, in 
the forthcoming session of the U.N. 
assembly, these race conscious 
emotions are only too likely to 
dominate, and that they will tend

Even 'In this city of smog It 
was possible to see the sun on all 
but 12 days from May to Septem-

Yesterday it waê announced that CFCF 
arid thé Radio Workshop will offer for the 
first time a full blown course in practical 
radio. This strikes us as a particularly happy 
event in the history of McGill's activities in 
the radio field. 

The Radio Workshop was founded in 1943 
to give interested students a chance to learn 
something about a field of great importance 
in our modern society, radio. It seems to us 
that the best way the Radio Workshop can 
fulfill this purpose is by the provision of just 
such a course as was announced yesterday. 
If the ^Workshop is to be worth while, it must 
try to give students training in the business of 
daily broadcasting, the basic stuff of radio 
work. The course announced yesterday will 
apparently do just that. 



It is very fortunate that it was possible to 
arrange for the course with such an organiza- 
tion as CFCF. We owe a large debt of grati- 
tude to the staff of the station for offeririg 
their time and patience for the success of this 
course. • 

But the worth of the project, as well as its 
success or failure, depend upon the students.

If a serious interest is shown, the program 
might be expanded in future years. It depends 
on the students.

casting Corporation a rosy hue. Mr. Duplessis' bill, 
il it comes through, he writes, would be "undemo- 
;cratic" and "unfortunate for us all," but the C.B.C. , 
as Mr. Weinthal says in the same article, "certainly 
cannot be accused of showing poor taste in program 
material." 

Come, come Mr. Weinthal! Are you condemning 
the Premier for his undemocratic attitude or defend- 
ing the C.B.C. for its good taste? If you are for good 
sste in television I'm _wlth you; but is Mr. Du- 
•>v, plessis' ambition an undemocratic one? Not at all. 
Mr, Duplessis was democratically elected to his high 
position in our province's government and as such 
represents the demos— in their social and political 
aspects. In contrast to what Mr. Weinthal says, the 
French Canadians, who are approximately one third 
! in number of our Dominion's population, rin have a 
"different set of moral and spiritual standards" 
and for that reason must be satisfied in their in- 
clinations. Mr. Duplessis as their representative is 
attempting to do so. * 

Censorship is an illiberal device used by a demo- 
cracy to insure itself against the potential usurpa- 




tion of its popular privileges. Censorship itself .Is 
not evil and our movies have not suffered .because 
we have a Quebec Board of Censors. The alternative 
to a system of checks Is anarchy. So much so that 
the C.B.C , which Is not only a broadcasting system 
but also a regulating agency, has in its own Broad- 
casting Act of 1936 (section 22) a clause reading, 
. "The Corporation may make regulations ... to 
prescribe the periods to be reserved periodically by 
any private station for the broadcasting of pro- 
grams by the Corporation: to control the character 
of any or all programs broadcast by the Corpora- 
tion or private station. 

It the general will is to be satisfied minorities 
will indubitably suffer. The private broadcaster will 
shout 'foul' because he is subject to regulstion by 
an agency that Is, actually, In competition with him 
for the same public. Mr. Weinthal will claim an Infrac- 
tion of his public rights because his television pre- 
ferences may not correspond with those of the ma- 
jority. In a democracy however, the demos count 

There is one other point worth criticizing In Mr. 
Weinstals' article. He writes that because of Mr. 
Duplessis' statement, the C.B.C. is "be(ng Indirectly 
accused of presenting such T.V. material which 
would warrant censorship." The C.B.C, so to speak, 
Is considered guilty without being given a fair 
trial. But Mr. Weinthal by the tone of his article 
infers throughout that the censorship sponsored by 
the Premier will be not only unnecessary but un- 
bearable. Here Mr. Duplessis is given the Star 
Chamber treatment. 

What I'm not so sure about is whether Mr. Wein- 
thal is Interested in democracy or his own tastes.

Democracy or Individual 



Twenty years ago there was undertaken on 
the campus an intensive survey of McGill Uni- 
versity museums. Dr. Cyril 'Fox, Director of 
the National Museums of Wales, included in 
his historic report a number of recommenda- 
tions that in recent months have brought about 
several important changes in the policies of 
Redpath Museum. Should there be carried out 
other suggestions that were incorporated in a 
Report that Principal Currie desc ribed as "the 
considered judgment of a scholar and expert," 
sweeping changes would present themselves 
the McGill museum scene in years to come.' 

Dr. Fox, the reader of the report learns, 
urged rearrangement of specimens, better 
labelling, more appealing presentation: ob- 
served that many display cases appeared to 
have been unattended over a period of four de- 
cades— "a remarkably complete and unusual 
example of conservation and inertia" in educa- 
tion. He pointed out that tho McCord and Red- 
path Museums were, even if considered to- 
gether, inadequate for the presentation of 
scientific and historical material then at the 
University's disposal. Redpath had no lighting " 
above the first floor. It was not fireproof. As > 
a Museum its appearance was dated by de- 
cades. 

Redpath Museum, now marking its 70th 
anniversary, has come a long way since Dr. 
Fox completed his 1932 report. Most of the 
progress has been made in the last few years: 
lighting was provided this summer; rearrange- 
ment continues, and with it the process of 
weeding out duplicate material and presenting 
the most vital displays in the most pleasing 



and understandable manner. A Temporary 
Display Room for special exhibits has been 
added. In all departments the work goes on. 

Dr. Fox advocated as the only completely 
satisfactory' solution to the McGill museum 
problem the erection of a new Museum build- 
ing adequate to house under one roof the 20- 
odd collections now under the University's 
jurisdiction. Such a building, to be located at 
the corner of Sherbrooke and McTavish streets 
on the present site of the long-condemncd Mc- 
Cord structure, has been on "long-range plans" 
of University authorities for a number of years. 

The need for the new McGill Museum, 
rendered more acute by the acquisition of fur- 
ther material and the closing of McCord 
Museum during the twenty years since the Re- 
port, is presented forcefully to any who ven- 
ture to glimpse those historic and scientific 
treasures stored in the vault-like chambers of 
McCord and in obscure corners elsewhere on 
the* campus. 

The public, the teacher, and the student can 
but. await the day when long-range hopes of 
University planners can become reality and 
McGill's famed collections be given the pre- 
sentation they deserve in the twentieth-century 
atmosphere that a critical public has come to 
demand. Perhaps before another major mile- 
stone is reached in the history of University 
Museums educators will be able to glance 
back through the Fox Report with the satis- 
faction of knowing that means had been found 
and recommendations that had been "the con- 
sidered judgment of a scholar and expert' 1 had 
become reality.

Within Its intricately- 
carved wiills, beneath the ornate 
forty-foot high celling of its main 
gallery, were to be displayed the 
University's two great scientific

Over fifty publlo and private 
schools, on and off the Island, and 
social agencies arranged with the 
Museum for guided lours on which 
close to 3,000 viewed the Univer- 
sity's displays. A group of hand- 
picked volunteer guides were train- 
ed by Museum officials In coopera- 
tion with the Junior League of 
Montreal, • women's publlo serv- 
ice organization. 

PUBLIC INTERESTED 
.Close contact between the public 
and the Museum Is also maintained 
through lectures to outside groups; 
loans of duplicate material to 
schools and societies; replies to re- 
quests for Information that come 
In every mail and keep telephones 
ringing in Museum offices. , 

Recently added to Museum faci- 
lities, a first-floor Temporary Ex- 
hibition Room makes pposalble dis- 
plays of topical material from the 
McCord "Canadians" Collection or 
from other collections not normal- 
ly arranged for public presentation 
Displays in the Temporary Exhi- 
bition Room are changed every 
few months: the recent exhibit from 
the Carpenter shell collection is 
to be replaced by an hisrtorlc ex 
hlblt. "The Northwest Passage", 
early in November. 

THREE DIVISIONS 

Permanent displays are arranged 
throughout the Museum according 
to Division: ethnology (primitive 
peoples), geology (minerals and 
rock formations), and zoology (the

collections, the fossils of Sir Wil- 
liam Dawson and the shell collec- 
tion of Dr. Philip Pearsall Car- 
penter. 

When the doors of Redpath Mu- 
seum were first opened, the Mnnt- 
realer, the tourist and the scientist 
converged on the McGill campus. 
Through seven decades the scope 
of Museum collections has been 
expanded io Include geology, his- 
tory, ethnology, all animal life; 
exhibits and special displays, de- 
signed to appeal to the casual vi- 
sitor as well as to student and 
scientist, have over-taxed all avail- 
able apace; visitors In increasing 
numbers have yearly signer! the 
Guest Boo'k of an historic Institu- 
tion, as Redpath Museum has con- 
tinued to;be, ; In the words of » 
recent publication, "one of the 
many outstanding examples of hnw 
a university may serve the com- 
munity." 

SPECIAL DISPLAYS 

In a number of special displays 
this autumn the Museum pause* to 
look back: in the foyer there has 
been set up an exhibit centred 
about the early history of the Mu- 
seum; elsewhere displays have 
been prepared from the early col- 
lections that served as the original 
nucleus of Redpath Museum ex- 
hibits. 

Throughout the Museum this 
year Is continued the unending 
task of rennovatlng displays in an 
effort to keep before the public 
the most suitable specimens In set- 
tings most in keeping with the 
tastes of the changing times.. This, 
as well as the scientific, public 
relations and administrative activ- 
ities connected with the operation 
of the Museum, is the responsibility 
of three full-time and four p.irt- 
time employees. Guiding the work 
is McGill's Director of Museums, 
Mrs. Alice J. Turnham, Curator of 
Ethnology. 

HALF MILLION OBJECTS 

Museum collections currently 
comprise some 500,000 objects which 
are housed or displayed under four 
separate roots on the campus. Red- 
path Museum serves as what its ad- 
ministrators term "the hub of the 
museum wheel"; "spokes" radiate 
to the McCord historical collection 
in the old converted residence on 
the corner of McTavish and Sher- 
brooke streets, to the loan exhibit 
on the Ancient World In Divinity 
Hall, and to the lcyp exhibit on 
Eskimo life in the Arctic Institute 
of North America.

Other geological displays designed

gems also remain on display. . 

Palaenontologlcal sections — in- 
cluding the historic Dawson fossils 
— are intended primarily for the 
student or teacher acquainted with 
the subject but a discrlptive book- 
let on this, and other museum ma- 
terial is available to all visitors. 

Much of the mapping and arran- 
gement now displayed in the divi- 
sion is the work of Professor 
Thomas H. Clark, recently appoint- 
ed chairman of the University's 
Department of Geological Sciences. 
Geology displays are under the su- 
pervision of Mrs. L. S. Stevenson, 
museum assoicate in the subject 
ANIMALS REPRESENTED 

Work continues in the arranging 
of top-floor Zoology Division dis- 
plays but three major exhibits are 
now open to visitors. The most sun 
bltlous, "A Survey of the Animal 
Kingdom," includes representations 
of all forms of animal life from 
models of single-celled creatures, 
through shells, preserved and ttufi-

150,000 insect specimens and some 
2,400 books. The shell collection of 
the late Dr. Carpenter is being class- 
ified, and prepared for exhibition 
by Mr. Vincinte Conde, Cuban ma- 
lacologisi 

Work, too, goes on behind the 
locked doors ot David Ross McCord 
Museum where there is housed 
an historic 30.000 - item collec- 
tion tracing the development 
of Canadian culture: the build- 
' tag, condemned, has been closed 
. to the public since 1938. Mr, 
^ H. G. Fcrrabee, museum associate, 
charge of storing and preserv. 
ng the exhibits and works with 
the musuem officials in preparing 
the special displays that from time 
to time, as on the occasion of the 
1951 Royal Visit, are brought from 
S McCord to Redpath for presentation 
to tbe public. 

LOOKING AHEAD 
At. Redpath efforts have been 
made to improve Museum facilities 
long considered Inadequate: this 
summer electricity was made avail- 
able for the first time on the upper 
floors of the building. Workshop 
and lab facilities have been much 
Improved in recent years, Museum 
officials report 

The future? A new and consider- 
ably larger museum building on th» 
site ot the present McCord Museum 
Is included in the University's long 
range plans. For the present, how- 
ever, the emphasis at Redpath is 
on tbe best use of available facil- 
ities.

150 Years 

In the century and a' half since 
the discovery of the smallpox vac- 
cine, many ot our grandparents 
might have been stricken with the 
disease. The phenomenal reduction 
in the sicknesses Is seen 'by Dr.'F. 
O. Wishtr. Professor of hygiene 
and preventative medicine at the 
University of Toornto, as the "hap- 
py result ot the combined efforts 
ot medical profession, governmen- 
mental, and voluntary agencies, 
and the acceptance by the, public 
ot proven preventative methods." 

Due to these preventative meth- 
dos, each use and each death rep- 
resents a tragedy or neglect. Tox- 
ines are .readily available and 
should be used to establish im- 
munity at six months of age at 
the latest. Dr. Wlihart noted Can 
ada's dlplheria record of 13,239 
eases and 1.257 deaths In 1921, be- 
ing- reduced to 253 .cases and 33 
deaths In 1951, 

This means a decrease of almost 
1,0007c despite a great increase in 
population. Although we may 
rightfully proud of this record, 
this Is not time to relax our viga 
lence. Canada is one of the pton 
ecrs In this field, and in other 
countries where this practise has 
been followed, results have been 
equally satisfactory. 

Child Killer 

Whooping cough as another child 
killed has greatly decreased, due 
to the use of the new vaccines 
Protection can now be obtained 
for whooping cough, lockjaw, and 
diphtheria all In one shot. 

In France, health authorities 
have admitted that Canada's use of 
the toxide developed by Dr. Gas 
ton Ramon has been far more ef 
fectlve than France's his is sur- 
prising, since France has made a 
law introducing compulsary toxld- 
ing, and Canada has left it on 
completely volentary basis. 

As it is the youngest children 
that become stricken with these 
dreaded diseases, it is remineded 
that all should be immunized, and 
thereby protect the health of the 
comi ng generation.

Decreased registration following 
closely on the. upsurge of enroll 
ment and activity in the years of 
large veteran classes Is cited as the 
principal cause ot present-day 
financial difficulties attributed 
directly to an over-Inflated pro- 
gramme of extra-curricular activity. 

As each studept production or 
campus club slips into the red, 
student council reserve funds are 
called upon to meet the deficit: as 
reserves decrease budgets are 
slashed in anticipation of a diffi- 
cult year for student financers. At 
McMaster University last session 
plans for a final banquet and an 
issue ot a literary magazine had to 
be dropped when deficits mounted 
and students refused to sanction a 
fee increase. At the University of 
Western Ontario last winter publi- 
cation of the 'Gazette' had to be 
cut from two to one issue per week. 

Several campuses report relative- 
ly Inflexible budgets lo be a cause 
ef considerable concern. But a stag- 
gering deficit from a single unsuc- 
cessful undertaking remains the 
greatest peril: Carleton College, 
Ottawa, was reported to be praced- 
trr with caution following a $1,400 
loss on Year Book sales; at McGill 
University last session student lead 
era cancelled à 120,000 Winter Car- 
nival rather than hava It conflict 
(with* a period of campus moumlng- 



fni lowing the death of the. late 
King. 

On the great majority of campus 
es the matter remains simply; choice 
between "austerity" and 'Increased 
student fees; Mount Allison reports 
sound financial health and recently 
upped the price of the' Argosy 
Weekly, undergraduate newspaper, 
to remain that way. 

The solution to financial difficul 
ties that college papers currently 
report in student government; 
campus opinion and "next year's 
budget is the concensus of reported 
opinion. Observing that student 
opinion must be marshalled behind 
any proposed fee increase, the Dal- 
housie Gazette observes: "Our stud- 
ent body as a whole Is not yet fully 
aware of the situation as it has not 
reached a dangerous stage." The 
majority of student officials quoted 
express the view that a revised 
budget drawn up after due consid 
eration of the necessity of keeping 
student activity in correspondence 
with decreased enrollment would 
go a long way towards righting most 
of the financial difficulty ot the 
1951-52 academic year. 



A CORNERSTONE IS LAID
